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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  AND  DIRECTORS. 


The  year  covered  by  this  report  has  been  saddened  by 
the  loss  of  our  President,  Endicott  P.  Saltonstall.  The 
feeling  of  the  Directors  cannot  find  more  adequate  expression 
than  in  the  resolution  adopted  by  them,  which  follows: — 

Resolved ,  that  in  the  death  of  Endicott  P.  Saltonstall  the  Children’s 
Mission  has  sustained  an  irreparable  loss. 

As  Director,  Vice-President,  and  President,  he  gave  to  the  Mission 
for  many  years  bounteously  of  those  great  gifts  of  wisdom,  optimism, 
and  sympathy,  which  were  his  in  such  abundance.  The  needs  of  desti¬ 
tute  and  sick  children  made  a  special  appeal  to  his  noble  nature  and 
called  forth  all  his  energies.  His  tireless  devotion,  his  constant  readiness 
to  assume  greater  burdens,  his  high  ideals,  will  continue  to  inspire  all 
those  whose  work  lies  in  helping  children. 

His  fellow  directors  feel  that  it  was  a  great  privilege  to  have  served 
under  his  wise  and  kindly  guidance  and  to  have  had  an  opportunity  of 
gaining  some  insight  of  that  simple,  strong,  fearless,  and  sunny  character. 
The  wisdom,  breadth  of  vision,  and  cheery  enthusiasm  with  which  he 
met  the  problems  of  the  Mission  after  long  and  often  harassing  days  in 
court  will  be  a  cherished  memory  to  us  all.  The  community  has  lost  a 
splendid  citizen,  the  children  a  steadfast  friend. 

Mrs.  Saltonstall  has  for  years  followed  with  keen  interest 
the  work  of  the  Mission  and  has  known  and  sympathized 
with  the  hopes  and  plans  of  her  husband  for  its  future  suc¬ 
cess.  It  is  a  distinct  advantage  to  us  that  she  has  been 
willing  to  join  us  as  a  Director. 

We  have  long  felt  the  need  of  a  closer  connection  with 
our  friends  and  contributors.  We  hope  that  this  has  been 
filled  by  the  formation  of  the  Auxiliary  Council  chosen  by 
the  Directors  from  among  those  interested  in  our  work. 
The  members  of  the  Council  have  held  several  meetings 
and  are  kept  in  touch  with  our  present  position  and  our 
plans  for  the  future.  We  believe  that  as  time  goes  on  this 
body  will  be  increasingly  useful. 

We  have  found  that  the  calls  from  Alliances  and  other 
outside  sources  upon  Miss  Floyd’s  time  are  growing  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  make  it  necessary  for  her  to  devote  all  her 
efforts  to  this  work,  which  in  the  past  she  has  conducted 
so  successfully.  Her  present  title  is  “Field  Secretary.” 
This  change  has  made  advisable  the  consolidation  of  the 
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departments  of  Advice  and  Assistance  and  of  Foster  Home 
Care.  These  departments  will  now  be  conducted  as  one 
under  a  single  supervisor,  whose  title  will  be  “Supervisor 
of  Case  Work.”  We  believe  that  this  will  save  money  and 
simplify  the  work,  and  will  result  in  more  efficient  service 
to  the  individual  child. 

It  is  hard  for  those  not  fully  cognizant  of  the  problems 
of  welfare  work  to  appreciate  the  difficulties  attending  the 
increase  of  the  last  years  in  the  cost  of  all  the  necessaries 
of  life.  This  can  well  be  shown  in  our  own  case  by  a  com¬ 
parison  of  the  figures  of  the  past  year  with  those  of  the  year 
1916. 

Our  income  is  mainly  from  three  sources:  first,  donations 
from  Sunday-schools,  individuals,  and  others;  second:  in¬ 
come  from  invested  funds;  third:  reimbursement  by  the 
relatives  of  children  cared  for.  The  last  item  cannot  be 
depended  upon  as  a  source  for  revenue,  because,  although 
we  always  strive  to  cultivate  the  spirit  of  independence  in 
the  parents  of  the  children  under  our  care,  we  can  expect 
in  the  majority  of  cases  little,  if  any,  financial  assistance. 
We  never  intend  to  place  the  child  without  such  assistance 
at  a  disadvantage.  He  is  as  cordially  welcomed  as  is  his 
more  fortunate  neighbor.

That  is,  it  cost  us  $9,000  more  for  board,  clothing,  etc.,  in 
1923  than  in  1916,  and  we  accomplished  only  two-thirds 
as  much. 

We  have  an  organization  that  is  sufficient  to  do  a  largely 
increased  work  with  little  additional  cost  beyond  the  actual 
expense  of  board,  clothing,  etc.,  but  this  we  cannot  accom¬ 
plish  without  additional  income.  Such  income  can  come  only 
from  donations  from  Sunday-schools,  Alliances,  and  benev¬ 
olent  individuals.  We  are  grateful  to  our  friends  for  their 
generous  help  of  the  last  year.  We  appreciate  the  devotion 
and  self-denial  back  of  many  of  their  contributions,  but  we 
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should  have  at  least  $10,000  more  available  next  year  to 
approximate  the  filling  of  the  demands  made  upon  us. 

A  glance  at  the  report  of  the  General  Secretary  will  show 
the  well-nigh  incalculable  good  such  increase  will  accomplish. 

We  thank  our  friends  for  their  past  generosity,  and  we 
look  toward  them  hopefully  for  the  fulfillment  of  our  future 
needs.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY. 


May  i,  1923. 

The  Mission  is  passing  through  a  period  just  now  where, 
for  lack  of  financial  means,  it  is  impossible  to  meet  squarely 
the  demands  which  are  made  upon  it. 

Last  year  the  policy  was  fully  to  meet  these  needs,  trusting 
that  our  friends  would  cover  the  expense.  In  this  we  were 
disappointed,  and  we  closed  the  year  with  such  a  deficit  as 
would  not  be  tolerated  on  business  principles,  if  it  were  to 
be  continued  year  after  year. 

During  the  year  just  closed  the  intake  of  children  has 
been  confined  to  those  with  whose  families  we  have  been 
previously  in  touch.  Thus,  with  the  consequent  gradual 
reduction  of  children  in  charge  and  by  dint  of  very  careful 
control  of  expense,  we  have  managed  to  close  the  year  with 
a  deficit  of  $765.10.  This  sum  is  covered  by  unrestricted 
legacies  received  during  the  year. 

As  we  have  informed  our  fellow  social  agencies  of  our 
present  financially  crippled  condition,  they  have  refrained 
from  sending  us  many  applications,  and  thus  the  total 
number  of  applications  handled  has  been  but  282  against 
494  last  year,  and  we  have  been  in  helpful  relations  with 
only  591  children  against  915  last  year  and  considerably 
over  1,000  in  each  of  a  series  of  years  before. 

In  the  case  of  some  of  the  children  declined  by  us  we  have 
been  successful  in  securing  provision  by  some  other  agency, 
but  the  type  of  child  with  whom  we  specialize,  namely,  the 
child  requiring  post-hospital  care  in  a  private  family,  but 
under  the  direction  of  the  original  hospital  doctor, — this 
child  must  in  all  probability  return  from  the  hospital  to  its 
own  unsuitable  home,  perhaps  to  have  its  disease  or  crippled 
condition  carried  into  the  chronic  and  incurable  stage. 

We  believe  that  when  our  subscribers  are  made  to  realize 
how  serious  the  situation  is  they  will  meet  the  need,  but 
until  then  we  must  continue  this  restrictive  policy. 

In  order  better  to  bring  our  progressive  work  and  our 
need  to  the  attention  of  the  public,  Miss  Mallie  J.  Floyd  has 
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been  released  from  her  duties  as  Supervisor  of  our  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Foster  Home  Care  and,  for  the  present  at  least,  she 
is  to  give  all  her  time  to  educational  and  publicity  work. 

Again,  in  order  that  we  might  assure  ourselves  that  we 
were  employing  methods  of  economy  as  well  as  efficiency, 
last  winter  we  invited  the  Child  Welfare  League  of  America, 
of  which  we  are  a  charter  member,  to  make  a  careful  survey 
of  our  work. 

The  report  of  the  League  warmly  endorses  our  special 
work  with  hospitals  and  urges  its  extension,  also  the  general 
increase  of  all  our  work  if  we  are  to  utilize  our  present  plant 
to  its  full  capacity.  Many  practical  suggestions  have  been 
made  which  we  will  gladly  carry  out  if  only  we  have  the 
necessary  financial  support. 

The  League  encourages  the  work  being  done  by  Miss 
Floyd  and  emphasizes  the  absolute  necessity  for  further 
efforts  to  inform  the  public  as  to  what  we  are  doing  and 
our  growing  need  of  funds.  We  feel,  therefore,  that  we 
must  spend  more  on  publicity.  This  we  have  shrunk  from 
doing  as  we  need  the  money  for  the  actual  care  of  children. 

The  following  are  the  types  of  needs  that  are  constantly 
coming  to  our  attention,  yet  which  at  the  present  time  we 
can  relieve  only  in  limited  numbers: — 

That  of  a  whole  family  of  children  of  a  widowed  mechanic 
who  is  self-supporting  and  can  pay  about  half  what  their 
support  would  cost  in  a  Mission  family  where  he  can  visit 
them.  Perhaps  one  of  them  is  feeble-minded  and  the  father 
needs  advice  and  help  in  securing  custodial  care. 

A  group  of  tenement  children  with  a  mother  in  advanced 
stage  of  tuberculosis.  Shall  we  find  them  a  safe  home  in 
the  country,  or  leave  them  at  home  to  contract  the  disease? 

A  high-strung  girl  of  seventeen,  misunderstood  by  her 
stepmother — or  is  the  girl  herself  unreasonable?  Perhaps 
we  can  advise  and  correct  the  difficulty  without  removing 
her.  It  is  more  probable  that  we  must  study  her  first  in  a 
new  environment,  one  of  our  foster  homes. 

A  widow’s  son  of  fifteen  years  who  haunts  the  street  corner 
of  evenings  and  is  deceiving  his  fond  mother.  Must  we 
transfer  him  to  new  surroundings,  or  give  him  home  super¬ 
vision? 

A  pale,  emaciated,  sweet-faced  girl  of  ten  years  with 
relievable  heart  trouble.  The  hospital  can  keep  her  no 
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longer,  but  she  lives  on  a  fifth  floor  in  the  West  End.  What 
is  to  become  of  her? 

A  child  victim  of  infantile  paralysis  now  in  the  hospital, 
but,  though  ready  for  discharge,  requiring  many  weary 
months  of  care  while  strapped  to  a  frame;  or  another,  with 
congenital  dislocated  hip,  encased  in  plaster  while  a  socket 
is  formed  to  receive  the  thigh  bone.  This  expert  care  cannot 
be  given  at  home,  yet  the  child  must  leave  the  hospital. 
What  shall  we  do?  We  have  a  special  foster  home  for  him, 
but  no  money. 

We  could  name  a  limitless  number  of  cases  which  sorely 
need  us,  cases  which  wring  our  hearts  when  we  refuse  them 
but  we  have  not  enough  money  for  all  and  must  select  only 
those  promising  the  most  successful  outcome. 

What  becomes  of  those  which  we  do  not  take?  Some¬ 
times  we  can  persuade  some  already  well-loaded  agency  to 
assume  responsibility,  really  ours,  with  others — simply 
nothing  can  be  done. 

We  try  to  cheer  ourselves  with  the  thought  of  those  we 
do  take — of  vigorous,  healthy  young  men  and  women  who 
came  to  us  as  helpless  weaklings — of  fine,  morally  strong 
men  and  women  who  came  to  us  as  sorely  tempted  and 
delinquent  children.  We  like  to  think  of  these,  whose  name 
is  legion,  but  we  cannot  forget  the  others. 

Compare  the  extent  of  our  work  this  year  with  that  of 
last  year  and  you  will  see  what  is  troubling  us.  The  need 
is  there,  but  we  are  not  meeting  it  adequately.  We  must, 
we  really  must,  have  far  more  contributions  to  our  work.

Dear  Sir, — As  instructed  by  you,  I  have  examined  the  accounts  of  your  Treasurer 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  April  30,  1923,  and  certify  that  the  footings,  postings,  bank 
account,  and  balance  sheet  are  correct.

INCORPORATION. 


On  April  13,  1864,  in  response  to  petition  of  Albert  Fearing,  Henry  P. 
Kidder,  Thomas  Gaffield,  Charles  Faulkner,  Frederic  W.  Lincoln,  Jr., 
Warren  Sawyer,  George  Merrill,  and  William  Crosby,  the  present  work 
was  incorporated  under  the  title  “The  Children’s  Mission  to  the  Chil¬ 
dren  of  the  Destitute  in  the  City  of  Boston,”  “for  the  purpose  of  fos¬ 
tering  in  the  minds  of  the  young  a  spirit  of  Christian  sympathy  and 
active  benevolence,  and  to  adopt  such  measures  as  shall  rescue  from 
vice  and  degradation  the  morally  exposed  children  of  the  city.” 

On  January  31,  1913,  at  the  request  of  the  corporation,  the  legisla¬ 
ture  amended  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  changing  the  name  to  “The 
Children’s  Mission  to  Children,”  and  providing  that  “the  purpose  of 
said  corporation  shall  be  to  foster  in  the  minds  of  the  young  a  spirit 
of  Christian  sympathy  and  active  benevolence,  and  to  institute  such 
methods  in  behalf  of  exposed  and  otherwise  needy  children  in  the  city 
of  Boston  and  vicinity  as  will  promote  their  welfare  and  lead  to  good 
citizenship.” 

The  members  of  the  corporation  shall  consist  of  the  superintendents 
of  such  Sunday-schools  as  shall  contribute  to  the  funds  annually  not 
less  than  ten  dollars;  also,  such  individuals  as  shall  pay  annually  ten 
dollars.  And  the  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty  dollars  shall  consti¬ 
tute  a  life  membership. 


BY-LAWS. 


Article  I. — Object . 

The  object  of  this  corporation  shall  be  to  foster  in  the  minds  of  the 
young  a  spirit  of  Christian  sympathy  and  active  benevolence,  and  to 
institute  such  measures  in  behalf  of  exposed  and  otherwise  needy  chil¬ 
dren  in  the  city  of  Boston  and  its  vicinity  as  shall  promote  their  welfare 
and  lead  to  good  citizenship. 

Article  II. — Members. 

The  members  of  this  corporation  shall  consist  of  the  superintendents 
of  such  Sunday-schools  as  shall  contribute  to  its  funds  annually  not 
less  than  ten  dollars;  also,  such  individuals  as  shall  pay  annually  ten 
dollars;  and  the  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty  dollars  shall  render  a 
person  eligible  to  election  to  life  membership  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
When  any  Sunday-school  or  individual  shall  cease  to  pay  as  much  as 
ten  dollars  annually,  membership  in  the  corporation  shall  cease.  All 
Sunday-schools  regularly  contributing  shall  be  considered  branches  of 
the  Mission,  and  all  scholars  of  such  schools  who  contribute  any  sum 
shall  be  members  of  such  branch. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  duly  elected  and  serving  for  one 
year  shall  thereby  become  life  members  of  the  corporation. 

Article  III. — Officers. 

Section  i. — The  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  be  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Treasurer,  and  Clerk.  These,  with  eleven  other  per¬ 
sons,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Directors.  All  officers  and  directors 
shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or 
until  others  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified  in  their  stead.  They 
are  authorized  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  before  the  annual 
meeting.  A  General  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors,  and  shall  hold  the  office  for  one  year,  or  until  another  shall  have 
been  elected  in  his  stead. 

Section  2. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  devise, 
mature,  and  execute  measures  by  which  the  objects  of  the  corporation 
may  be  promoted.  They  shall  raise,  manage,  invest,  and  dispose  of 
its  funds.  They  shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  such  children  as 
may  be  given  up  in  writing  to  this  corporation  by  their  parents,  or 
other  persons  having  the  legal  custody  of  such  children,  for  the  purpose 
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of  adoption,  and  shall  have  authority  subsequently  to  consent  to  the 
adoption  of  such  children  by  any  suitable  person  or  persons,  whenever 
in  their  judgment  the  best  interests  of  such  children  will  thereby  be 
promoted,  such  consent  to  be  evidenced  by  the  signature  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent  or  other  officer  when  duly  authorized  thereto  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

No  sale  or  conveyance  of  any  of  the  real  estate  of  this  corporation 
shall  be  valid  without  a  vote  of  approval  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the 
whole  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  at  any  meeting  duly  called  for  the 
purpose. 

Five  members  personally  present  at  any  meeting  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Section  3. — The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  charge  and  care  of  the 
finances;  shall  collect  and  receive  all  moneys,  except  those  pertaining 
to  minor  accounts  administered  by  the  General  Secretary,  and  shall 
dispose  thereof  as  shall  be  ordered  by  the  vote  of  the  Board;  and  at 
the  annual  meeting,  and  at  all  other  times  when  required,  he  shall 
render  a  full  account  of  the  pecuniary  affairs  of  the  corporation. 

Section  4. — The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of 
the  corporation  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  have  charge  of  ail  their 
books  and  papers,  give  notice  of  their  respective  meetings,  and  prepare 
an  Annual  Report. 

Article  IV. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  May,  and  public  meetings  may  be  held  during  Anni¬ 
versary  Week,  and  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  appoint.  The  Board  of  Directors  may,  at  any  time,  call  special 
meetings  of  the  corporation;  and  it  shall  call  one  when  requested  to  do 
so  by  five  members  of  the  corporation.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
determine  the  place  and  hour  of  each  meeting  of  the  corporation,  and 
seven  days’  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
published  in  Boston. 

Five  members  personally  present  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the  cor¬ 
poration  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Article  V. 

Any  amendments  to  these  By-laws  proposed  at  one  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  may  be  made  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  said  Board 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  directors  present,  provided  that  in  the 
call  for  the  meeting  notice  shall  be  inserted  that  an  amendment  of  the 
By-laws  is  to  be  acted  upon.
